THREE SOLDIERS 
AMONG I RIDERS 
HURT AS 2 CARS 
CRASH HEAD-ON 


Seven persons were injured, six 
of them seriously, when two cars 
were wrecked in a head-on collision 
two and a half miles south of here 
on the Littlestown highway about 
9:30 o’clock (E S T .) Thursday eve­ 
ning. 
The seven injured occupants 
of the two m achines were admitted 
to the Warner hospital and this aft­ 
ernoon only one had recovered suf­ 
ficiently to make his discharge later 
today probable. 
'Hie crash occurred on the danger­ 
ous curve just south of Mt. Zion 
and a short distance below White 
Run school house in Mt. Joy town­ 
ship. 
The road curves on the hill 
and slopes toward the outer edge 
of the highway. 
A southbound sedan bearing four 
soldiers back to their post at Fort 
George G. Meade. Maryland, is re­ 
ported to have swung wide on the 
curve and struck a m achine occu­ 
pied by four Chambersburg residents 
enroute to their home.
